AN ORDINANCE amending General 
Ordinance No. G-19-74. 


WHEREAS, heretofore on July 9, 1974, the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, adopted above numbered 
Ordinance G-19-74, and 

WHEREAS, on July 10, 1974, the Mayor of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, did approve and sign said Ordinance, and 
WHEREAS, to provide additional revenue to help 
restore partial inflation costs and budget cuts for the Fort 
Wayne Park Department, and to help prevent the elimination of 
one of our recreational programs, it is necessary to amend 
Section 34(c). 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 

COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Section 34 (c) of the 1974 

Municipal Code of the City of FOrt Wayne shall be amended to 

read as follows, to-wit: 

"(c) The fee for a yearly vending license shall 
be two hundred dollars annually far.-each vending 
vehicle, trailer or stand. A stand shall be 
defined as any temporary structure, tent, table, 
or group of tables at a single location. The 
fee for a one-day vending license, to cover a 
special event, shall be twenty-five dollars 
per day per vending vehicle, trailer or stand."
